Sir: - 


In further response to your communication of June 22 last, initialed E.B.D. I have to say, 
we are willing to extend the territory under the provisions of the existing contract between the 
United States and this Company dated Feby. 1879, to include points in the states of Kansas, 
Nebraska and Colorado and the territories of New Mexico and Dakota reached by Wells Fargo & 
Co’s Express in the manner provided and at the rate of compensation prescribed in said contract 
for the transportation of like moneys and securities therein enumerated to and from points in the 
states of Texas and Arkansas. 


We are not as yet prepared to make my proposition for the transportation of coin and 
currency in the remaining portion of the United States not covered by the contract, lying west of 
the Rocky Mountains. 


Trusting that the above may be acceptable to the government.
